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The Roman Denarius 


The earliest money of Rome was in bronze, heavy pieces of cast metal, 
sometimes weighing several pounds. Such clumsy lumps served well enough 
among a primitive people whose trade was principally by means of direct 
barter. Later they were found too cumbersome for use in a city whose com- 
merce and political importance were rapidly increasing and a more conven- 
ient form of currency became necessary. As a result, about 250 B. C., the 
first silver coin was issued. This was called the denarius (plural, denarii) 
and its name survived long after the fall of Rome in the mediaeval denier 
of France. Even to-day traces of it are to be found in the use of the abbre- 
viation d for the English penny. 

The earliest of the Roman Republican denarii commonly bore on the 
obverse a helmeted female head, typifying the city and the mark of value X. 
On the reverse was a two or four horsed chariot or, as in the illustration, 
(No. 1) the Dioscuri, the twin brothers Castor and Pollux, whose legend

was closely associated with the mythical history of Rome, and the word 


ROMA. These are the so called anonymous coins. Later the official or 
‘‘moneyer”’ in charge of the mint put his name on the coins and gradually 
the custom developed of varying the design with each new moneyer. These 
officials changed every year, and in some years more than one official was 
authorized to strike coins. The result was a great number of attractive and 
interesting types, which usually related to a mythical or historical event in 
Which the moneyer of the day or his ancestors had taken part. Such is the 
denarius (No. 2) issued about 8S B. C. when Lucius Calpurnius Piso Frugi 
was in charge of the mint. The head of Apollo on the obverse denotes that 





this god was the especial deity of the Calpurnia family to which the moneyer 
yelonged. The race horse and jockey on the reverse refer to an early mem- 
ber of the family who had founded the annual games of Apollo at which 
horse racing was a principal event. Some twenty years later, the son of 
this Lucius Piso Frugi became mint master in Rome and struck coins of the 
same design, but of quite different workmanship. 
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Toward the end of the Republican period, a new custom developed, 
that of placing the portraits of living persons on the coins as shown on the 
last piece (No. 3) here illustrated. This is a denarius issued under authority 
of Augustus Caesar with a boldly cut head of the first Roman Emperor on 
the obverse. It was struck during the transitional time which marked the 
end of the old Roman Republic and the beginning of the great Roman 
Empire. 

The earliest collectors and students of the Republican Coinages of Rome 
arranged and classified them according to the family name of the cfficial 
under whose authority they were issued and this was the scheme adopted by 
M. Ernest Babelon, curator of the French National Collection in his book 
which still remains the standard work on the subject. It is the reason also 
that many dealers and collectors refer to the series as Roman Family coins. 

In the last few years much additional information about the Roman 
issues has made it possible to fix the date of each variety with approximate 
accuracy and so adopt a chronological arrangement which is much more 
scientific since it brings the pieces in proper sequence instead or grouping 
together coins of various periods only because the officers under whose 
authority they were issued had the same family name. 


Silver Coins of Republican Rome 


The following list of Roman silver coins presents a very attractive 
assortment of these pieces at reasonable prices. All are of the denarius 
denomination and, unless otherwise stated, have the helmeted had of ROMA 
facing to the right on the obverse. The family name of the various moneyers 
under whose authority they were issued is given in capital letters together 
with the number according to M. Babelon’s classification. The chronological 
arrangement by date of issue is based on the best obtainable authority.

Hebraic Characters On An American Issue 


At various times during the 17th and 18th centuries inscriptions in 
Hebraic characters appeared cn the coins of Poland, Denmark, Sweden and 
some of the German states, but it was not until the 19th century that any- 
thing similar occurred on any piece issued in this country. 

During the American Civil War all the metallic currency practically 
disappeared from circulation and was hoarded by persons who thought it 
would go to a premium. There was then no law prohibiting anyone from 
issuing their own token money. During this period of currency shortage 
probably 10,000 individuals or firms in the several states of the Union pro- 
duced metallic pieces for use in making small change. Among these was 
one struck in the City of New York with the Hebraic inscription for the 
word ‘‘Kosher’’. This piece was made for the Philippa Dining Salon, 256 
Broadway. It was about the size of a bronze cent, but was struck in different 
metals such as copper, brass, nickel, copper-nickel, white metal and silver. 
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Like the other pieces of the same sort, they were, doubtlessly, used for 
making change in the course of the daily business of the restaurant. 





No. 13. Civil War Token with Hebraic Character. 


A study of American coins from the earliest to the present time shows 
this civil war store card to be the only coin struck here bearing Hebraic 
letters. So far as we know it is the only piece issued anywhere during the 
19th century with such letters. We would be very glad to hear of any other 
pieces, if they exist, with Hebrew characters and issued in the United States. 





Numismatic Netes
